Dr. Cline informed the Board that he completed an IOP at Wabash Valley and his
sobriety date is June 2006 when he stopped drinking socially. He stated that he
is also having quarterly meetings with Dr. Timothy Kelly.

e Must obtain a favorable letter of recommendation from the director of the
residency program.

o Must take the SPEX or CPEP before seeking modification of his
probationary order.
